E. H. Rea Points Out One Of 
Youths As Bandit Dur­ 
ing Hearing

NEW YORK, Jan. 21,—The lad who 
plugged up the dikes of Holland wiUi 
liis body was paraphrased today in a 
modern epic of heroism. 
Harold Vivian, chief control opera­ 
tor for the Columbia 
Broadcasting 
system was the lad. 
He held 
two 
broken ends of a high voltage electric 
wire in his naked hands so th at th»3 
world could listen to the radio broad­ 
casting of King George’s speech at the 
opening of the naval conference in 
London. 
A second before the historic address 
by the king was to begin a member 
of the control room staff stumbled 
over the wire leading from the switch- 


j board to the generator.

; parted and the entire network went

“dumb.”

He 
was 
alone. The “zero hour” for the speech 
; of King George was at hand. 
There 
jv.as only one thing to do until som*- 
i body came to assist him —and Vivian 
: did it. 
He picked up the two end.s of tli*^ 
wires and held them close in the palm 
of his hand. Two hundred and twenty 
volts of electricity seethed through 
the wire and the 
leakage 
vibrated 
through Vivian’s body. 
He twitched 
and 
writhed. 
His 
arms shook w'ith spasms. But he held 
on for the seven minutes that King 
George gave out his message of peace 
to the world.

their disability is the result of their 
ш rvicc. 
Congressman 
Swick s 
bn. 
would bencht these men by authoriz­ 
ing the paym ent of pension to any 
V. orld wbi veteran who lias become 
so disabled th at he is hindered from 
tam in g a living. 
T o c o m e under the provi ions of the 
Congressman's 
bill, 
veto an 
would 
have to have served a t least ninety 
days, or le s s in case a t east thirty 
days were served oversea. 
The bill 
Would void the necessity of connecting 
tie disability w ith the service. 
The pensions under the bill would 
not exceed fifty dollars per m onth, 
nor would they be less th an thirty, for 
disabled veterans not nov 
drawing 
compensation. No pension now being 
paid a disabled veteran could be di­ 
minished by the bill, but it could be 
increased. 
The Swick bill provides 
also 
lor 
pensions to be paid World war vet­ 
erans when they become aged. When 
a veteran becomes 62 years ot age, 
disabled or not. he will be eligible for 
a twenty dollar m onthly stipend; at 
('8. thirty dollars; a t 72. forty dollars, 
and at 75, fifty dollars. 
In addition, widows and children 
under 18 of veterans, who did not die 
in the service would be eligible for a 
pension of thirty dollars per month. 
Congressman Swick has introduced 
the bill at the instance of the Vet- 


erans of Foreign W ars, with the sup­ 
port also of numerous posts of 
the . 
American Legion. 
The bill has been referred to the < 
House Committee on World W ar Vet­ 
erans Legislation, of which the Con­ 
gressman is a member.
